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PREFACE. 

Soon after the present Treasurer of the Alumni Association was 
elected (June, 1908), he began to urge upon the officers of the 
Association the advantages which would result from the prepara- 
tion and distribution of an occupation and' address list of the 
graduates of the College. During the presidency of Dr. C. E. 
Dowman (1898-1902) several hundred dollars was spent, and con- 
siderable work was done, looking to the publication of a book of 
this kind, which was never completed. Upon the change of admin- 
istration in 1902 the work ceased and the material which had been 
collected was lost. Professor E. H. Johnson began to collect in- 
formation for a similar work in 1907. The information blanks he 
sent out called for a great deal of detailed' information, such as: 
Date and place of birth; date of marriage and wife's maiden 
name; College honors and membership in literary societies and 
fraternities; sketch of life since leaving College, including resi- 
dence at other institutions, with degrees, if any, occupations and 
places of residence^ positions held, etc. About 200 of these filled 
out blanks were turned over to the editor of this volume when he 
began this work. It would be most desirable to publish a bode 
containing this infbrmation about every grad'uate of the College, 
but the Alumni Association can not affoitl to do so at this time. 
At a later date when such a book is compiled it should contain 
the names of e!very matriculate. It is estimated that between 30 
and 40 per cent, of the matriculates graduate. On this basis be* 
tween 4,000 and 5,500 students have matriculated, including 
graduates. Ohe-third of these are dead and the estimated number 
of living former stnd^ts of Emory College to-day is from 2,066 
to 3,606. 

The woiic was begun in February, 1000, and the book goes to 
press about the first of November, 1900. It has been bes^ with 
many difficulties. Our effort has been to make the book as accu- 
rate as possible. In a number of cases men have been reported 
dead and it has develox>ed later that such was not the case. On 
August 21, 1009, we received a letter from Cecil H. Smith.^ '%^^ 
of ShermaD, Texas, saying, 'Trofessor J. C. lA.<^&aj(dQ^> ^^^% 
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killed at Paris, Texas^ about a year ago." In the same mail we 
received a letter from Professor MeEachin, giving his address as 
Helena, Greorgia. It is probable that similar mistakes have been 
made in regard to other men. 

It has been possible to secure the addresses of nearly 08 per 
cent, of the graduates. With such an accurate record' of the loca- 
tion of its alumni, the College should be able to keep in closer 
touch with them. The encouragement of closer relations between 
the alumni and the College is one of the main purposes of this oc- 
cupation and address register, it being clear that the College needs 
the intelligent and systematic interest of its graduates, and that 
the latter, as they become engrossed in the work of life, need the 
inspiration of the College's ideals of scholarship and of service. 

It is interesting to note that there are 191 teachers, 168 min- 
isters, 165 lawyers, 89 doctors and 53 farmers. The teachers and 
ministers who compose the largest representation are largely tran- 
sients, many changing their place of residence every year. 

The arrangement of the book is very much the same as that of 
the "Directory of Living Grad'uates of Yale University" which was 
published in 1908. In November, 1908, the editor of this volume 
was in New Haven and having at that time this work in mind, 
called on the Tale authorities and consulted them in regard to 
their methods of preparation and compilation, having th^r system 
explained in detail, and securing copies of all the forms, blanks, 
circular letters, etc., used in this work. 

A great deal of information has been given to the editor by 
officers and members of the Chi Phi, Kappa Alpha, Phi Delta 
Theta, Alpha T9.U Omega, Sigma Alpha Epsilon, Delta Tau Delta 
and Sigma Nu fraternities. Acknowled'gment is also made of the 
valuable help of Miss Bertie Robertson, Professors E. H. Johnson 
and H. H. Stone; Mr. L. B. Robeson, President of the Alumni 
Association; Mr. P. H. Christian, and to all others who assisted 
in the preparation of the work. The Minutes of the Annual Con- 
ferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, for the year 
1908 were used extensively. 

The following alumni have contributed financially to the publi- 
cation of the book : A. D. Thompson, '98 ; Alex. S. Murray, 73 ; 
X. ^. Rosser, '78; N. C. Miller, '93; S. J. Cole, '88; T. M. Nor-

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A nbstantial binding has been put on the book at a greatly in- 
erease^ cost to the Alumni Association in the hope of ™JHwg it 
more permanent and serviceable as a reference book. It is small 
and can be easily carried in the pocket or slipped in the pigeon- 
hole of i desk. 

As the College sends out each year a large amount of printed 
matter U all grad'uates, it is hoped that each graduate will 
promptly lotify this office of any change in his permanent mail 
address. Iiformation regarding errors and omissions will also be 
most welcone. 

It is requested that the book be used only for College and per- 
sonal purposis, not as a general mailing list for advertising.

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SKETCH OF THE ALUMNI ASSOCIATION. 

"For many years it was the custom of the alumni of Emory 
Gollegtt to meet aimually during. the commencement occasion and 
haye some one of its members deliver an oration. These meetings 
were public and were held in the College chapel, usually on Tues- 
day memoon. After the ad'dress was delivered and officers for 
the, —siring year elected, a motion to adjourn was generally next 
in order and carried, and the members dispersed. Such meetings 
did not tend to create any enthusiasm among the alumni. Be- 
sides, there .seemed to be no special object for the Association, 
as sudli, to accomplish." 

Possibly the mo6t notable achievement of the Association up 
« to '.1805 was the result of the following R^olution adopted June 
22, 1886: 

'^Motion was made that this Association request the Trustees 
sto-petitim the l^^lature to amend the charter of the College so 
as to allow this Association the privilege of electing three mem- 
bers of the Board* of Trustees from the Alumni of the College 
in such way as to cause the election of one each year." 

At a meeting of the Association held June 21, 1887, a report 
was made that the requestof the ^ previous year had been acceded 
to by the Board of Trudtees and that the charter of the College 
had been amended by the legislature in conformity to the same. 

An election was immediately held residting in the choice of 

C. E. Dowman, Trustee for three years, 

jC. .G. Ooodrich, Trustee for two years, 

R. E.,Park, Trustee for one year. 

At the meeting of the Association in 1895 Judge H. E. W. 
Balmer suggested that the ''Association should be regularly in- 
corporated under the laws of Georgia and' that its members should 
consist of the graduates and former students of the College, who 
< •hould^pfiky ft^!^*«flrl dues of $5 each; that the Assertion should 
thereafter Hold its meetings at night, to which the public should 
not be invited, and that a banqu^ shoidd be one of the features 
• •f these meetings; also, that the Association should undertake 
/Ji0 endowment of an. alumni professorship of History and Polit- 
/emJ Eoonomj, ITiese suggestioiui weT^ adicygiU^ «iTv^ tn^ tds^^^'u. 
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a committee was appointed to secure a charter. At this meeting 
it was also determined that the next one should be at nighty and 
a committee of arrangements was appointed to provide for a 
banquet. The meeting for 1896 was accordingly hdd on Monday 
night of the commencement in the library room of Seney Hall, 
where a banquet was served, and those who were present will 
not soon forget that delightful occasion. The charter which had 
been secured was then presented and formally adbpted, and an 
organization perfected. 

''As stated in the charter, 'the ^jeet of said corporation is 
not pecuniary gain to its members, but its object will be to 
promote and ioSter the interests of Emory CoU^ge in tall proper 
manner and particularly to endow a professorship in said Col- 
lege to be supported by said corporation, and to cultivate and 
-encourage the feeling of fellowship and comradeship among its 
members, with full power to do all things neeessavy or desirable 
to attain such objects.' 

''At the meeting of 1806 the Association passed' a resoluticm 
requesting the trustees of the College to establish an ahimni 
chair of History and Political Economy, and pledged! the Asso- 
ciation to support it. The trustees acted in aecordimee with 
this request." 

An organization was effected as follows: President^ H. E. W. 
Palmer, 72; Treasurer, J. E. I>i€lDey, "01 (one'mooUi), H. H. 
Stone, '80 (eleven months) ; Secretary, H. S. BnuUcy, *90. 

Directors: W. P. Pattillo, '57; Capers Dickson, '69; J. W.

Bradley, '90; H. E. W. Palmer, »72. 

Possibly the most important action of the Association since 
1895 was the adoption of new By-Laws on Jime 17, 1906. Among 
other things, allowing life membership in the Association upon 
the payment of $100.00, said payments to become part of a fund 
to constitute the permanent endowment of the chair of History 
and Political Economy. 
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ALUMNI TRUSTEES. 

Article Six of the By-Laws of the Associatioii says: 
"One Trustee of Emory Ck>llege shall be elected by this Asso- 
ciation at each annual meeting for a term of three years, in ac- 
cordance with the laws of Emory College. Such Alumni Trustees 
must have been members of this Association in good' standing 
for at least three years prior to the meeting at which they are 
to be elected, before they are eligible to election, and if any 
Alumni Trustee should fail to pay his dues in this Association, 
his place shall be declared vacant and his successor elected."

Article Five of the By-Laws of the Alumni Afl30ciation says : 
"An AliiTnni Orator shall be chosen by the Board of. Directors 
from among the former students of Emory College, who have 
distinguished themselves in the different walks of life, who shall 
deliver an address before this Association at its annual meetjbog." 

Judge W. L. Chambers, '71, was the Alumni Orator at luie 
commencement of 190& and had the d'egree of LL.D. conferred on 
him by his Alma Mater. 

Judge Chambers is a grandson of James M. Chambers, a for- 
mer {Resident of the b<M.rd of trustees of Emory College. He 
is the son of William Henry Chambers, A.B. Emory, 1845, LL.B. 
Harvard, 1847, who was an editor, lawyer, speaker of the Ala- 
bama legislature, trustee of Emory College and Professor of Eng- 
lish at the Alabama Agricultural and Mechanical College at Au- 
burn at the time of Ms death. Two of his uncles, James N. 
Chambers, Emory '54 and Robert A. Chambers, Emory '57 A.B., 
died from wounds received in battle. His brother. Porter Flew- 
ellyn Chambers, Emory '73 A.B.,; M.D. Bellevue Hospital Medi- 
cal College, New York, 1876; is a physician in New York City. 

Judge Chambers was a member of the class of 1871 at Emory 
but left CoU^e during his Senior year and did not graduate. He 
taught school 1871-73, was admitted to the bar 1873, practiced 
law in Montgomery, Ala. 1873-78; was president of First Na- 
tional Bank, Montgomery, 1884-88; vice-president and general 
counsel Sheffield Lamd, Iron and Coal Company of Alabama and 
president of the Bank of Commerce, Sheffield, Ala. 1888-93, mem- 
ber of the Samoan Commission 1893-95; removed to Washing- 
ton, D. C. 1896; practiced law there until appointed by the gov- 
ernments of England, Germany and' the United States Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of Samoa 1897; resigned the Chief 
Justiceship of Samoa and resumed the practice of law in Wash- 
ington 1899; appointed member of the Spanish Treaty Claims 
Commission 1901; is a member of a number of literary, scientific 
and educational institutions and a contributor to the literary 
journals and has always been active in philanthropic and reli- 
gious work. While Chief Justice of the International Court in 
Samoa, he presided and rendered the decision in the famous con- 
test for the kingship which was followed by a revolution in the 
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IiluidiB; the United States and England gave prompt adherenee 
to the decision, and revolution resiuted from a dist^eement on 
the part CKf the representative of the German Empire. A High 
Commission composed! of eminent diplomatists of the three govern- 
ments visited the Islands, and as a result of their investigation 
the decision of the Chief Justice was sustained and the successful 
contestant for the kingship was crowned and recognized by the 
three governments. While still a member of the Spanish OAreaty 
Claims Commission he has resumed the practice of law in Wash- 
ington. The subject of his address before the Alumni Assoeia- 
tion was ''Education; A Trust." 
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HISTORICAL SKETCH OF EMORY COLLEGE. 

Emoet Ooixxge was named in honor of Bishop John Emory, 
of Maryland, who was elected to the episcopacy in 1832 on the 
same ballot with Bishop James 0. Andrew, and who presided 
over the fourth session of the Georgia Conference, at Washing- 
ton, Wilkes Coim^, in 1834. In December^ 1835, he was acei- 
dentally thrown from his carria^ and killed, near his home in 
Baltimore. The Conference session of 1836, at Colimibus, Qa., 
appointed trustees to incorporate the CoU^^, and directed them 
to call it Ekobt, probably at the suggestion of Bishop Andi-ew, 
as a tribute to tiie memory of his lamented colleague. In pur- 
suance of the will of the Conference, the trustees bought 1,400 
aeres of woodland near Covington, Newton County, in the granite 
region of Georgia, for $14,000, and, at the su^;estion of Dr. 
I^^tius A. Few, gave it the classic name of Oxford, in honor 
of the old English university. 

Li 1837 the College v^as opened for the reception of students, 
under the president of Dr. I. A. Few, with Dr. Alexander Means 
uid Bev. Giarles W. Lane as professors. The first class, of three 
members, was graduated in 1841. During these years, 1,601 men 
have received the diplomas of the College, and luive since served 
the country and' the church with honor to themselves and their 
Alma Mater. 

During the presiden<nr of Dr. A. G. HaygQod the College began 
to take on new life, when Mr. George I. Seney, of Brookl^ N. 
Y., gave about $100,000 to the institution, erecting the building 
known as Seney Hall and making large additions to the endow- 
ment. 

Under the presidency of Dr. W. A. Candler $100,000 was 
added to the endowment, Bev. W. P. Pattillo, of Atlanta, Ga., 
giving $26,000. The new library building named ''Candler Hall," 
was erected at a cost of $26,000. 

During the presid^<7 of Dr. C. E. Dowman a $30,000 Science 
Hall was projected, the comer-stone was laid, and the funds with 
which to erect the building were in. a Isxgj^ tsamsqx^ imsqs^, 
Q^pt, J. P. WiUiama, ot Sayannah, d<matkn|^ %V& jl)^. 
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The original Board of Trustees was composed of men whose 
names are historic in Georgia Methodism: Ignatius A. Few, 
Lovick Pierce, Charles Hardy, William J. Parks, Elijah Sin- 
clair, Samuel K. Hodges, Samuel J. Bryan^ Alexf^l4^r Speer, 
George F. Pierce, Daniel P. Hillhouse, William P. Graham, Sea- 
born Jones, Joseph A. Eve, Iverson L. Graves, Lucius. Wittidi, 
and, John Park. 

The following have filled the office of President: Igimtivuk A. 
Few, D.D., LLJ).; Augustus B. Longstreet, LUD^; Q^fU^ F. 
Pierce, D.I)., LL-D.; Alexander Means, D.D., LL.D.; James. R 
Thonias, LL.D.; Luther M. Smith, D.D.; Osborne L, &nith, QJD.; 
Atticus G^ Haygood, D.D., LLJ).; Isaac S. Hopkin^^ PluP.» ViJfr, 
Warren. A. Candler, DJ)., LLJ),; C. E, Dowmau* I>.I>^ Thrf» 
of these, Drs. Pjierce, Hity^pod and Caudler, were elected tot the 
epificopsLcy from, the presidency of the College.. Dr. Haygop4> 
however, declined the election in 1882 on account of hj^ dMty. to 
thfii College, but. was re-eleeted. in 1899, after he. had rec^i^Qed 
the presideiuij.

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BY-LAWS OF THE ALUMNI ASSOCIATION OF 

EMORY COLLEGE. 



ARTICLE I.— Chabteb. 

The charter of the Altmini Association of Emory College, as 
it appears on the minutes of the Superior Court of Newton 
County, Ga., and recorded in Record of Charters, page 54, Newton 
Superior Court, State of Georgia, states the objects of this Asso- 
ciation and contains its fundamental laws. 

ARTICLE II.— Membership. 

Sbction 1. There shall be three classes of members of the 
Alumni Association of Emory College — active, associate, and 
honorary. 

Seo. 2. Any matriculate of Emory College shall be eligible to 
active membership. Active membership shall lapse by reason of 
failure to pay the annual dues of any year. Only active mem- 
bers shall vote or hold office. 

Seo. 3. Any reputable white male who is a friend to Emory 
College and desires to aid its friends in promoting and fostering 
the interests of Emory College and* furthering the cause of Chris- 
tian education, shall be eligible to associate membership. As- 
sociate members may participate in all proceedings except voting 
and holding criBSce. 

Sbo. 4. This Association may at any regular meeting, by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present, elect to honorary member- 
ship for life such person or persons as have been of great service 
to the cause of education or humanity. Honorary members may 
take part in the proceedings, but shall not vote or hold office. 

Sec. 5. There shall be no initiation fee for either active mem- 
bership or associate membership, but the annual dues of both 
active and associate members shall be five ($5.00) dollars per 
annum, which shall be due October Ist of the college year, and 
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unless paid before the regular annual me«ting in June following, 
the name of such m^nb^ failing to pay shall be stricken from 
the roll of membership. 

Sec. 6. Active members and associate members may become 
life members of the Association by a payment of One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars in cash; or, by a payment of not less than 
Twenty ($20.00) Dollars in cash, the remainder of the fee to be 
payable in four notes of Twenty Dollars each, payable in one, two, 
three and four years, with interest payable annually at the rate of 
6 per cent, per annum. The payment of One Hundred Dollars for 
life membership will relieve any member of the payment of any 
further dues in this Association for life. 

ARTICLE III.— OFFicias. 

Section 1. The oflScers of this Association shall be a President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, a Board of Directors, and a 
Board of Trustees to be constituted as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. The President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer 
shall constitute the Board of Directors. 

Sec. 3. The officers of this Association shall be chosen by ballot 
at the regular meeting of each annual session. A majority of all 
the votes cast shall be necessary for a choice. They shall continue 
in office until the close of the annual session subsequent to their 
election, or imtil their successors are chosen. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Asso- 
ciation, and of the Board of Directors, and perform the duties 
usually devolving upon a presiding officer. In his absence the 
Vice-President shall perform the duties of the President, and in 
the absence of the Vice-President, a chairman pro tempore shall 
be elected, the Secretary putting the question. 

Sbc. 6. The Secretary shall keep a full and accurate report of 
the proceedings of the general meetings of the Association,, and of 
all meetings of the Board of Directors, and shall conduct such cor- 
respondence as the Directors may assign^ and shall have his 
reccards present at all the meetings of the Association, and of the 
Board of Directors, and shall be the custodian of all the records 
of this Association. 

Sec. 6. The Treasurer shall receive and, under the direction of 
the Board of Trustees, hold in sale keeping all moneys paid to the

Association; shall expend the same only upon order of said Board; 
shall keep an exact account of his receipts and expenditures, with 
vouchers for the latter. At each annual meeting he shall render 
his report to the Board of Trustees, and when approved by said 
Board, the same shall be reported to the Association. The Treas- 
urer shall give such bond for the faithful discharge of his duties 
as may be required by the Board of Trustees. 

Seo. 7. The Board' of Directors shall have in charge the general 
interests of the Association, except those hereinafter entrusted to 
the Board of Trustees; shall make all necessary arrangements for 
its meetings, and shall do all in their power to further the in- 
terests of this Association and of Emory College. 

Seo. 8. The Board of Trustees shall consists of four members, 
elected by the Association for a term of four years, and the Presi- 
dent of the Association, who shall be a member ex-officio during 
his term of office. At the election of Trustees in 1906, one trustee 
shall be elected for one year, one for two years, one for three 
years, and one for four years ; and annually thereafter one trustee 
shall be elected for a term of four years. If any vacancies oc- 
cur in said' Board of Trustees, the President of the Association 
shall fill such vacancy by appointment until the next regular 
meeting, when the Association shall elect a trustee for the un- 
expired term. The absence of a trustee from two consecutive an- 
nual meetings of the Board shall forfeit his membership thereon. 
The Board of Trustees thus elected and constituted shall be the 
executive officers of the Association as a body corporate, as c<m- 
ferred by charter granted at Covington, Ga., the 27th day of Sep- 
tember, 1896, and recorded in Record of Charters, page 54, New- 
ton (^imty Superior Court, State of Georgia. 

Seo. 9. It shall be the duty of the Board of Trustees to issue 
orders on the Treastirer for the pay.'nent of all bills approved by 
the Board of Directors, or signed by the President and Secretary 
of the Association, acting under the authority of the Board of 
Directors; and the Tru&iees shall turn over all surplus funds that 
may remain in the hands of the Treasurer after paying the ex- 
penses of the Association; to the Treasurer of Emory College, to 
be expended as hereinafter provided. 

Seo. 10. The President and the Secretary shall certify to the 
B^fcrd of Trustees all bills approved by the Board of Directors. 
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ARTICLE rv.— Meetings. 

Section I. The annual meeting of this Association shall be 
held at Oxford, Ga., at such time and place as shall be chosen by 
the Board of Directors. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Directors shall hold their regular annual 
meetings at the same place, and not less than two hours before 
the regular meeting of the Association. 

Sec. 3. Special meetings of the Board of Directors may be held 
at such other times and places as the President shall determine, 
or a special meeting may be called at the request of two Directors. 

Sec. 4. The Board' of Trustees shall meet annually at the place 
of the regular meeting of the Association, not less than two hours 
before the assembly of the Association. Special meetings may be 
called at such time and place as may be desired by the President, 
or by a petition of a majority of the Board of Trustees. The 
Board of Trustees shall reorganize at each annual session. 

ARTICLE V. — ^Alumni Obatob. 

An Alumni Orator shall be chosen by the Board of Directors 
from among the former students of Emory College, who have dis- 
tinguished themselves in the different walks of life, who shall de- 
liver an address before this Association at its annual meeting. 

ARTICLE VI. — ^Alumni Trustees. 

One Trustee of Emory College shall be elected by this Associa- 
tion at each annual meeting for a term of three years, in accord- 
ance with the laws of Emory College. Such Alumni Trustees must 
have been members of this Association in good standing for at 
least three years prior to the meeting at which they are to be 
elected, before they are eligible to election, and if any Alumni 
Trustee should fail to pay his dues in this Association, his place 
shall be declared vacant and his successor elected. 

ARTICLE VII.— Moneys. 

Section 1. All annual dues from members of this Association, 
and all income from other sources, except a sufficient amoimt to 
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pay the current expenses of the Association, shall be paid by the 
Treasurer of this Ajssociation^ upon ord'er of the Board of Trustees, 
to the Treasurer of Emory College on account of the salary of 
the Alunini Professor, until such time as this income, including 
annual dues, shall exceed the sum of Fifteen Hundred ($1,500.00) 
Dollars per annum, when the Association shall, by vote of a ma- 
jority of the members at a regular annual meeting, direct what 
disposition shall be made of any surplus funds. 

Seo. 2. All gifts and donations to this Association and all fees 
for life membership, shall be an endowment and the interest only 
shall be expended; the principal of such donations and life mem- 
bership fees shall be turned! over to the Treasurer of Emory Col- 
lege for investment by the Trustees of Emory College as a special 
endowment for the purpose of endowing the Alumni Professorship 
imtil such endowment shall equal the sum of Thirty Hiousand 
($30,000.00) Dollars. When the endowment exceeds this sum, the 
Association at an annual meeting shall, by a majority vote, deter- 
mine for what purpose the further income of any endowment of 
this Association shall be expended. 

AKTICLE Vin.— -Amkndments. 

These By-Laws may be amended at any annual meetiqg of this 
Association by a majority vote of the members present, but no 
proposed amendment shall be voted upon until it has been read at 
the annual meeting next preceding the one at which said vote is 
taken.
